Harborage unit razed by fire 


An early Saturday morning 
fire destroyed one unit of the 
Harborage condominiums, and 
caused smoke and water damage 
to three other units in the water- 
front building. 

The fire, which was noticed by 
fireman Nord Schroeder as he 
was going for a morning cup of 
coffee downtown, was apparen- 
tly caused by a faulty exhaust fan 
ina boiler room of unit 14. 

Schroeder first thought the 
smoke he saw coming Irom the 
building was coming from the 
chimney, but he wasn't certain 
and went to inspect. On the way, 
ne met the Harborage main- 
tainence man, Ron Powers, who 
was looking fora phone tocall the 
Boyne City Fire Department. 
Schroeder used-his monitwr to 
alert the dispatcher to set off the 
alarm. 

The fire had broken through 
the roof when the first truck 
arrived on the scene at 8:26 a.m. 
Boyne City then called for 
assistance from East Jordan 
Firemen and proceeded to set up 
the newly arrived aerial platform 
the city had recently purchased 
from Petoskey. 

“That aerial truck just paid for 
itself,” said Fire Chief “Butch” 
Erber after the fire. 

With the aerial platform in 
place, the department had the 
fire under control by 9a.m. Erber 
said the reason for the short con 
tainment of the fire was the aerial 
equipment, 

Erber also said that because of 
the excellent construction 
methods of firewalls, the fire was

The unit is owned by Clifford J.

Three other units of 
the eight unit complex were also 
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unoccupied at the time of the 
blaze. Water damage occurred in 
unit 13 while some smoke 
damage was apparent in unit 15 
and 16. 

It was estimated that the fire 
caused about $75,000 to $100,000 
damage tothe structure. 

According to Rick Smith, the 
developer of the condominium 
development, work will be star- 
ted immediately to repair the 
damage.

Episcopal Chureh of Nativity 
makes home in BC’s first 


official school 


After meeting at the home of 
Harv and Gen Varnum for more 
than one year, the congregation 
of the Episcopal Church of the 
Nativity will make a permanent 
move to the church building 
located on Main St., beside the 
Boyne City Public Library. 

This building was constructed 
in 1879, as Boyne City's first of- 
ficial school. During the early 
1880's, joint Sunday school 
classes for Presbyterians, 
Methodists, and Baptists were 
held there. 

In 1884, the town had com- 
pleted a new school facility, ag 
placed the building up for sale. 
The Methodist Church pur- 
chased it for $175.00 and moved it 
across the street to its present 
location, before remodeling it asa 
chapel. By 1894, the Methodists 
had outgrown the chapel, and it 
was purchased by the 
Reorganized Church of the Lat- 
ter Day Saints. During its long 
history, it has been home for 


many denominations. During the 
60’s it was remodeled and used as 
ateencenter. 

About 2 years ago, Dr. Walter 
Webber, a doctor of Osteopathy 
from the Flint area, with a resort 
home at Springwater Beach, 
bought the church as a memorial 
to his mother, Grace Fern Web- 
ber. He had noticed that Boyne 
City had no Episcopal Church, 
and decided to renovate the 
building in hopes of attracting an 
Episcopal congregation from the 
area. When he became aware of 
the congregation already 
meeting at the Varnum's home, 
he made them an offer to use his 
building.

While sitting for lunch the 
other day and talking with Steve 
Smith of the Diggin’ and Dozin’ 
fame, he told me what I could do 
toexpand the newspaper, 

Everybody seems to think 
they have great ideas on how to 
run other businesses, but this 
idea was kind of unique. 

What he suggested was to run 
a few thousand extra copies of 
the newspaper, take them down 
to Detroit, and put them on 
newsstands down there just like 
they douphere. 

He then suggested we could 
put headlines and stories that 
have nothing to do with Detroit, 
just like they rarely run articles 
about this area. 

With that, my brain started to 
work in divious ways trying to 
work up headlines that would 
really sell newspapers in the 
south area of Michigan. 

One of the first headlines, that 
could also be a recurring theme, 
might be “No Teenagers Shot 
and Killed in Charlevoix Coun- 
ty.” Another could be “Political 
Grath Hard to Find in Small 
Towns of Charlevoix County.” 

Still another could be “No One 
Killed in Traffic Accidents Over 
Weekend.” 

The list could go on, but you 
get the idea. 

We live in a pretty pristine 
territory of Michigan, up here in 
Charlevoix County.

Boyne City Commissioners 
approved the wording to the 
ballot for the proposed $2.7 
million bond issue the city hopes 
the voters will approve at a 
special election tn March. 

The ballot will contain three 
sections, according to Randy 
Frykberg, City Manager, 
because the bonding authority 
told the city the work being done 
would fall into the classifications 
of streets, water system and 
sewer system, 

Frykberg told the com 
missioners all three would have 
tobe approved in order to be able 
tohave the work done. 

Specifically the issue is asking 
the voters Lo approve $1,008,700 
for streets, $592,400 for water 
system improvements and 
$1,198,900 for sewer system im- 
provements. 

The city has stated they are 
only asking for the authority to 
borrow the $2.7 million. Fryk 
berg said that with the Jow in- 
terest rates, and the fact that all 
of the projects being done by the 
city in the past few years have 
come in below estimates, the city 
will not have to bond for the en 
tire amount. 

The city intends to spend the 
money as they need it, according 
to Frykberg, not getting the en- 
lireamountatone time. 

Because of that, he estimates 
the city will be requiring only 
about one or two mills to pay back 
the first year, two to three in the 
second, and possibly as many as 
three inthe third year. 

After the third year, the city 
will be able to get tax monies 
coming from the new industrial 
park and other development 
within the city which will then 
lower the millage required to pay 
back the bonds to about. two ad 
ditional mills per year for the {if 
teen years of the bonds. 

Frykberg also said the city is 
already committing two mills for 
capital improvements. That 
millage will also be used to help 
pay off the bonds in the early 
stages, and after a few years, will 
continue to help the city expand 
the infrastructure. 

Frykberg said the biggest 
reason for the bond issue was 
because the city sewage treat- 
ment plant is presently treating 
sewage water al. almost capacity.

He said that the city at its 
present size should only be using 
about one-third of the capacity of 
the treatment plant.

With the voters approving the 
bond issue, those areas would be 
cut back as the city would be 
splitting out the storm sewer 
lines, and fixing the areas where 
groundwater is coming into the 
sanitary sewer lines.

“If the voters don’t support 
this bond issue,” Frykberg told 
the commissioners, “I can see this 
community starting to go 
downhill.”

Nature from your backdoor 


As you are reading 
this, the unseasonably 
warm weather of 
early January has 
probably ended. 

While it lasted, it 
caused many wild 
animals to do things 
they don't normally 
do, caused some 
rather unseasonable 
wildlife problems and 
generated lots of 
questions, Many of 
those questions called 
for lengthy  ex- 


planations to refute 
popular myths and 
beliefs about animals 
that just aren't true, 
even though what 
people were seeing 
seemed to provide 
evidence for them. 
Take snow snakes, 
for instance, In spite 
of the on-going joke in 
a newspaper cartoon 
strip about snow 
snakes--they're hard 
to see because they're 
white and blend right 


into the snow-there is 
no such thing as snow 
snakes. Snakes are 
cold-blooded-they can- 
not maintain their 
body temperature in- 
dependent of the out- 
side temperature, so 
snakes outside in the 
winter would be too 
cold to move around.

best interests. I have 
received more calls 
about bats lately than 
about anything else 
related to the warm 
weather. And let me 
tell you, it's very hard 
to convince someone 
that bats are not ac- 
tive in January when 
that person has seen 
one or two a week for 
the past three weeks! 

Bats eat flying in- 
sects, and even with 
the unseasonably 
high temperatures, 
flying insects are still 
extremely scarce, so 
bats are not going to 
be flying in and out of 


residences and other © 


buildings where they 
took shelter for the 
winter. Those that 
people are seeing on 
the wing were hiber- 
nating somewhere in 
the house and have 
blundered into areas 
occupied by people. 
They don't want to be 
there any more than 
the residents want 
them there. 

Their unac- 
customed midwinter 
activity means they 
are burning up their 
bodies’ energy stores 
at a very high rate 
‘when they cannot find 
food in the environ- 
ment to rebuild those 
stores. If they cannot 
go back into hiber- 
nation very soon, they 
are likely to starve.

A winter snowmobile trip to Keweenaw Point

There’s something 

exciting about racing 
over fresh powdered 
snow ona sled as you 
leave the highway for 
wilderness. My 
destination was High 
Rock Bay at the tip of 
the Keweenaw 
Peninsula. 

It had snowed the 
night before, and, as I 
left my wife and the 
truck behind at the 
northern end of US- 
41 two miles west of 
Copper Harbor, no 
one had been down 
the trail that day. 
The trail was firm 
because it was 
regularly groomed by 
the Keweenaw 
Tourism Council, the 
groomer had _ not 
been down the trail 
yet that day, 
however. 

This wasn't my fir- 
st trip to the point, 
but it was my first in 
the winter. 

Keweenaw Point is 


a fantastic place. Ac- 
cessible only on 
poorly maintained 
logging roads during 
the summer months, 
it’s a trip back to 
nature. Beyond the 
end of US-41, it’s 
wilderness, broken 
only by a few camps 
and occasional four 
wheel drive vehicles. 
It’s a rugged drive in 
the summer that 
takes you by some 
beautiful lakes which 
offer excellent fishing 
much like the 
pioneers found here 
many year's ago. 

The point itself is a 
serene spot. Here, 
the Keweenaw 
Peninsula, over 100 
miles long, comes to 
an end. Directly east 
and north is Canada. 
From the point 
looking east, you can 
see two islands. The 
first, Gull Rock, 
features a lighthouse 
whose beacon is still 
maintained, but 
which has been abon-

The 
island is really a rock 
with just the 
lighthouse, an 
outhouse and a single 
tree planted by some 
lonely lightkeeper’s 
wife about 100 years 
ago to make it seem 
more homey. The 
only life seen on the 
island are seagulls 
which are there 
during the summer. 
About a mile 
beyond Gull. Rock is 
Manitou Island. 
Covered by a dense 
forest, the island has 
a couple of cabins, a 
lighthouse at the far 
end, and a lake full of 
perch. No one lives 
there, but it is a 
beautiful place, much 
like Isle Royale, but 
even more desolate. 
Winter adds a 
lonelier feeling on the 
trip to the point. As 
fresh trail was being 
broken by my Ski- 
Doo I realized I was 
riding next to a 
valley paralleling the 
East Bluff, the view 
you see looking east 
across Lake Fanny 
Hooe. A cliff becomes 


visible on your left as. 


you speed over the 
trail returning to a 
forest setting. 

You lose sight of 
the bluff but the 
logging road winds 
up and down a 
variety of hills before 
coming to the turn-off 
to High Rock Bay. 

The Hill and Gully 
Riders Snowmobile 
Club had done an ex- 
cellent job of marking 
the trails around 
Copper Harbor. 
While I knew the 
trail, I was pleased to 
see a prominent sign 
marking the way to 
High Rock Bay, in- 
dicating that I had an 
additional three miles 
to go. 

I exited onto the 
Bay Trail and 
followed it across 
Schlatters’ Creek to 
where I could 
overtook Schlatters’ 
Lake. It should be 
noted that the pass 
over Schlatters’ 


many a muffler on 
this dip in the sum- 
mer months and in 
the winter, if you're 
breaking trail, you 
have to judge which 
is culvert and which 
is frozen creek. If you 
look you can tell 
where to snowmobile, 
but use common sen- 
se. Take your time 
and you'll have a 
pleasant trip out and 
back. 

Schlatters’ Lake 
sparkles like a gem in 
the summer. It's 
about two miles long 
and a mile and half 
wide (more or less) 
with an island in the 
center. It’s not very 
deep, so I'm told, but 
it offers some ex- 
cellent fishing. It's 
not uncommon to cat- 
ch perch 12 to 15 in- 
ches long. Of course, 
it’s not easy to get in- 
to and you can only 
transport a small 
boat over the rough 
roads, so a lot of 
people never get to 
the lake. 

In winter, as you 
look down from the 
bluff next to the trail, 


it just shines in the 
sun. The surface is 
flat without tracks to 
mar its image, only 
the snow-covered 
pines towering 
above. It’s a pretty 
sight. Fair warning, if 
you are unused to 
snowmobiling over 
unpacked trails, don’t 
leave the main trail 
to the point. I did to 
get in closer to the 
lake for a picture and 
found the snow was 
about 21/2 feet deep. I 
did fine until I had to 
turn around, then I 
got stuck several 
times before passing 
snowmobilers helped 
pull the machine back 
onto the trail. 

High Rock Bay and 
the Point are only 
about a mile from the 
end of the lake. From 
the last spot you see 
Schlatters’ Lake to 
the Point it’s straight 
in as you descend to 
the park-like area 
overlooking Lake 
Superior. 

Once I got there I 
cut my engine and 
walked around, wat- 
ching the half frozen 


waves roll like Jello. 
The shoreline is 
covered with piles of 
snow that have 
begun to form ice 
caves from the action 
of the water. Gull 
Rock, stands out in 
the water like a sen- 
tinel, guarding the 
union of the waters of 
Lake Superior and 
Keweenaw Bay. An 
awesome sight. 

- The return is by 
the way you came. 
It's three miles to the 
Mandan Road-High 
Rock Bay trail inter- 
section and if you 
decide to return to 
Copper Harbor it's 
another six miles 
(four to US-41). 

When I got back to 
the intersection I 
decided to continue 
down the Mandan 
Trail to Mandan and 
back to Copper Har- 
bor over Brockway 
Mountain. It’s a 35 
mile trip that way. 

-The Mandan Road 
is a good trail and has 
been well marked 
and groomed in the 
past. 

The trail ends at 


US-41 at the ghost 
town of Mandan 
where there is a rest 
area. At the Mandan 
area there are 
several trail spurs 
and intersections 
leading on to Lac La 
Belle, back toward 
Central and Calumet 
or on to Copper Har- 
bor. 

After crossing US- 
41, I headed north 
toward Brockway 
Mountain. Here the 
trail makes several 
hairpin curves and . 
should be navigated 
with care so you don't 
take a corner too fast 
and find yourself on 
the windshield of 
someone. else's 
snowmobile. There's 
a sign to warn you to 
use caution and keep 
right. They mean it. 

A few miles in, the 
trail splits. The fork 
to the right takes you 
to Copper Harbor via 
the Burma Road, the 
left fork goes over 
Brockway Mountain. 

It was getting late 
in the day when I
